m ust contain basically the chem ­ 
ical comjx iunds we have m en­ 
tioned, or at least chem ical ele­ 
m ents which the body can build 
into those comp ounds. As a m at­ 
ter of p ractice, we tak e in the 
com p ounds and not the elem ents. 
In 
this, 
anim als 
differ 
from 
p lants because it is characteristic 
of p lants that they build up their 
living structure out of sim p le ele­ 
m ents through the action of sun­ 
light. The body builds up and 
break s 
down 
its 
building 
m a­ 
terials, but the rate of break ing 
down is so slow that we need 
only a very |small p art of these 
chem icals in our food p er day 
for tissue 
rep lacem ent. This is 
w hat 
we 
call 
“tissue 
rep lace­ 
m ent.” 
Most of our food goes to fur­ 
nish energy to run the m achine. 
No system of diet which can 
lay claim to be called natural 
leaves out the consideration of 
these tw'O fundam ental factors, or 
leaves out the chem icals which 
satisfy the requirem ents« of tissue 
rep lacem ent and energy renew’al.
